DEFEATING 
There is an extraordinary 
emotional pull to any measure 
which, on the surface, at least, 
would seem to provide relief for 
the poor and elderly and those 
on fixed incomes who are having 
such a difficult time in today’s 
inflationary economy. 
Such is an initiative petition 
now being circulated in certain 
Congressional Districts of 
Missouri asking for an amen­ 
dment to the state Constitution 
to remove the sales tax on food 
and medicine, effective Jan. 1, 
1978. 
This is a questionable petition. 
The chances are nearly 100 per 
cent that sufficient signatures 
will be obtained in the required 
seven 
of Missouri’s 
10 
Congressional District to put the 
matter on 
the ballot in 
November. 
No one with any compassion 
at all wants to deprive those who 
are truly needy from benefits 
which would accrue to them 
from any reduction of their state 
taxes. Yet in this instance there 
is a question that they would 
benefit as greatly as proponents 
claim, and the effects on state 
and city governments would be 
of serious proportions if the 
measure succeeds. 
The 
Missouri 
Public 
Expenditure Survey estimates 
the loss to the state and to cities 
by removing food and drugs 
from the sales tax would be 
about $118 million in the for­ 
thcoming fiscal year and from 
$150 to $180 million by 1978. 
To offset this loss proponents 
suggest repealing part or all of 
the deductibility of federal in­ 
come taxes by individuals and 
corporations when they compute 
their state income tax. Even 
with this, the Survey says, a 
substantial income tax increase 
would be required. More than $2 
of every $3 paid in taxes by 
Missourians now comes from 
their income. Higher corporate 
taxes would serve as a deterrent 
to more jobs. 
Suppose, after foods and drugs 
were removed, a one-cent in­ 
crease were made in the sales 
tax. This would be self- 
defeating, because the poor and 
aged would then be paying about 
an equivalent to what they 
would save, or most likely, more 
when they buy clothing, fur­ 
niture, notions and all the gamut 


of consumer items. 
But aside from this, the 
benefits to be derived from 
removal of food and <frugs would 
give relief to the vastly greater 
number of people who do not 
need K, atthe expense of public 
services they and the poor and 
aged alike must have. 
It does not appear that the 
three or four per cent to be 
saved by removal of food from 
the list would be of substantial 
aid to those who need it under 
any circumstances. With regard 
to this, the Survey explains, 
“....when 
subjected 
to 
examination (the proposal) fails 
the test of logic and reason as an 
effective instrument to aid those 
it is supposed to help.” 
Removal of foods and drugs 
would vastly complicate the 
administration of the sales tax 
and make it much more com­ 
plex for retailers in accounting, 
inventory 
and 
reporting 
processes, increasing costs of 
administration 
and 
loss of 
revenues through evasion and 
slippage. 
Passage would disrupt a 
source of revenue that funds 
welfare (would those to be aided 
be harmed in another way?), 
education, 
indigent health 
services 
and 
other state 
programs. There are 130 cities 
with local taxes which would 
lose from a fourth to a fifth of 
their sales tax revenues. 
Would the Legislature, which 
in three successive sessions has 
killed this legislation because it 
did not consider it viable, make 
up the lost revenue? How would 
it do so? 
The Survey says it seems 
unlikely that the Legislature 
would make up the loss in frill, 
thereby meaning even less for 
hardpressed universities, public 
schools, welfare and health 
programs and corrections in­ 
stitutions. 
In effect, this initiative 
proposal, if it gets to voters, 
while having emotional appeal, 
would achieve little and would 
adversely affect the entire 
revenue structure of Missouri. 
In some area churches are 
taking up the petition drive. To 
us, this is a subversion of the 
church-state relationship. We 
hold with the Constitution that 
the state has no business in the 
affairs of the church. By the 
same token, churches have no 
place meddling in affairs of 
state, which is exactly what they 
are doing in this instance.

It Pays To Have a Senator for a Father

WASHINGTON - Sen. Vance 
Hartke's daughter, Sandra, has 
found some unitgie employment 
opportunities with special in­ 
terest groups that benefit from 
fee senator’s votes. 
Her employers didn’t seem to 
mind that she came to work only 
when she felt like it They con­ 
tinued to pay her, sometimes 
mailing her paychecks to her 
home, while her father tended to 
their interests in the Senate. 
Vance Hartke, an Indiana 
Democrat, is a friendly fellow 
who resembles the small-town 
Jaycee he once was. He has all 
the appeal of a tramp dog, wag­ 
ging his tail for approval. 
He has fetched many a bone 
for the special interests -a tax 
break for the Harvey Aluminum 
Co., a special amendment for the 
tobacco lobby, government sub­ 
sidies for the railroads. 
He voted down fee line for the 
legislation endorsed by the 
Brotherhood of Railway and 
Airline Clerks. By the Brother­ 
hood’s own scorecard, he voted 
“right” 114 times, “wrong” only 
17 times, on issues feat con­ 
cerned them. His daughter, 
meanwhile, turned up on the 
Brotherhood’s payroll for about 
$10j000 a year. 
A spokesman |pknowledged 


Sandra had a record of excess 
absences but insisted her work 
was satisfactory. She was useful, 
the spokesman conceded, in 
locating her father quickly when 
a Brotherhood bigwig wanted to 
speak to him. 
In 1970, she simply took off for 
a while to campaign for her 
father in Indiana. Despite this, 
fee Brotherhood continued to 
pay her for four years until she 
found a better job. The Brother­ 
hood also contributed generously 
to the senator’s campaigns. 
In 1971, Sandra found even 
more suitable employment with 
the Travelers Insurance Co. at a 
higher salary, around $12,000 a 
year. She reportedly spent most 
of her time, however, attending 
to personal interests and operat­ 
ing fee family owned Stonewall 
Riding Academy in Potomac, 
Md. 
This didn’t seem to trouble the 
insurance company which 
obligingly arranged to mail her 
paychecks to her home. 
There were times, according 
to our sources, when Travelers 
executives became dissatisfied 
with Sandra’s performance. 
Sometimes, a bold executive 
even suggested she should pay 
less attention to horses and more 
attention to insurance matters. 


But Hartke is an active mem­ 
ber of the Senate Commerce 
Committee which has jurisdic­ 
tion over insurance matters and 
this apparently worked in 
Sandra’s favor. 
Not until a few months ago did 
annoyed Travelers officials 
finally insist that Sandra follow a 
regular work schedule. Instead, 
she quit the company’. 
A spokesman for Travelers 
denied Sandra was hired in an 
effort to influence her father. 
They were not unhappy to see 
her go, he said, because she had 
“lost interest” in her work. 
Sandra Hartke told us her 
“daddy doesn’t get involved in 
any erf the jobs I get.” She quit 
Travelers, she said, because the 
company had ordered her to 
prowl around Capitol Hill and 
she didn’t want to do it because 
it would put her father in an 
awkward position. Most of her 
absences at the Brotherhood, she 
said, were for “medical” reasons. 
Sen. Hartke himself denied 
any conflict of intereM. He 
acknowledged that he knew and 
worked with Brotherhood of 
Railway and Airline Clerks offi­ 
cials but said he did not obtain 
the jobs for his daughter. 


OZARK JUSTICE: We have 
often reported on shady deals ar­ 
ranged in fee backrooms of 
Washington by the nation’s 
mightiest poohbahs. But the 
secret schemes concocted by 
smalMown judges aid politi­ 
cians often have an equally 
devastating effect on human life. 
Take the case of Winston 
Buford, an obscure circuit court 
judge in the Ozark Mountains. 
Last June, in fee rural village 
of West Plains, Mo., Buford 
heard the case of Jerry Mitchell 
a 19-year-old college student 
who stood accused of peddling 


one-third of an ounce of mari­ 
juana for $5. Mitchell was found 
guilty and Judge Buford sum­ 
marily pronounced an incredi­ 
ble 12-year jail sentence. In most 
urban areas, a small-fry “seller” 
like Mitchell would have been 
administered a light fine or a 
suspended jail sentence. 
Lawyer Keith Stroup, who 
heads the National Organization 
for fee Reform of Marijuana 
Laws (NORML) heard erf the 
Mitchell case and offered to 
help. Stroup also asked San 
Francisco attorney Michael 
Stepanian to join him in West 
Plains. 
The two lawyers arrived in 
town and soon found themselves 
the subject of extensive 
coverage by the local press. 
They were portrayed as 
gunslingers arriving from the 
sophisticated metropolises of the 
East »id West coasts. 
All the publicity upset Judge 
Buford. Behind closed doors, he 
met with Mitchell’s local lawyer* 
Dave Swimmer, and offered to 
reduce the sentence if the out-of- 
town attorneys agreed not to ap­ 
peal the case 
The lawyers refused this 
aasuak on Mitchell’s fundamen­ 
tal rights and are appealing fee 
sentence by attacking the con­ 
stitutionality of the Missouri law. 
Judge Buford, who is running 
unopposed for re-election this 
year, lowered the sentence arty- 
way. Mitchell only has to serve 7 
years, he now proclaims. 
Shortly before Mitchell’s trial 
Judge Buford himself had given 
but a 5-year prison sentence to a 
man convicted of second-degree 
murder. 
Footnote: Judge Buford ad­ 
mitted he and Swimmer had 
“talked about” an agreement 
Swimmer declined comment.

There is an extraordinary 
emotional pull to any measure 
which, on the surface, at least, 
would seem to provide relief for 
the poor and elderly and those 
on fixed incomes who are having 
such a difficult time in today’s 
inflationary economy. 
Such is an initiative petition 
now being circulated in certain 
Congressional 
D istricts 
of 
Missouri asking for an amen­ 
dment to the state Constitution 
to remove the sales tax on food 
and medicine, effective Jan. 1, 
1978. 
This is a questionable petition. 
The chances are nearly 100 per 
cent that sufficient signatures 
will be obtained in the required 
seven 
of 
M issouri’s 
10 
Congressional District to put the 
m atter 
on 
the 
ballot 
in 
November. 
No one with any compassion 
at all wants to deprive those who 
are truly needy from benefits 
which would accrue to them 
from any reduction of their state 
taxes. Yet in this instance there 
is a question that they would 
benefit as greatly as proponents 
claim, and the effects on state 
and city governments would be 
of serious proportions if the 
measure succeeds. 
The 
Missouri 
Public 
Expenditure Survey estimates 
the loss to the state and to cities 
by removing food and drugs 
from the sales tax would be 
about <118 million in the for­ 
thcoming fiscal year and from 
$150 to $180 million by 1978. 
To offset this loss proponents 
suggest repealing part or all of 
the deductibility of federal in­ 
come taxes by individuals and 
corporations when they compute 
their state income tax. Even 
with this, the Survey says, a 
substantial income tax increase 
would be required. More than $2 
of every $3 paid in taxes by 
Missourians now comes from 
their income. Higher corporate 
taxes would serve as a deterrent 
to more jobs. 
Suppose, after foods and drugs 
were removed, a one-cent in­ 
crease were made in the sales 
tax. 
This 
would 
be 
self- 
defeating, because the poor and 
aged would then be paying about 
an equivalent to what they 
would save, or most likely, more 
when they buy clothing, fur­ 
niture, notions and all the gamut 


of consumer items. 
But 
aside 
from 
this, 
the 
benefits to be derived from 
removal of food and drugs would 
give relief to the vastly greater 
number of people who do not 
need it, at the expense of public 
services they and the poor and 
aged alike must have. 
It does not appear that the 
three or four per cent to be 
saved by removal of food from 
the list would be of substantial 
aid to those who need it under 
any circumstances. With regard 
to this, the Survey explains, 
‘‘....when 
subjected 
to 
examination (the proposal) fails 
the test of logic and reason as an 
effective instrument to aid those 
it is supposed to help.” 
Removal of foods and drugs 
would vastly complicate the 
administration of the sales tax 
and make it much more com­ 
plex for retailers in accounting, 
inventory 
and 
reporting 
processes, increasing costs of 
administration 
and 
loss 
of 
revenues through evasion and 
slippage. 
Passage 
would 
disrupt 
a 
source of revenue that funds 
welfare (would those to be aided 
be harmed in another way?), 
education, 
indigent 
health 
services 
and 
other 
state 
programs. There are 130 cities 
with local taxes which would 
lose from a fourth to a fifth of 
their sales tax revenues. 
Would the Legislature, which 
in three successive sessions has 
killed this legislation because it 
did not consider it viable, make 
up the lost revenue? How would 
it do so? 
The Survey says it seems 
unlikely that the Legislature 
would make up the loss in full, 
thereby meaning even less for 
hardpressed universities, public 
schools, welfare and health 
programs and corrections in­ 
stitutions.

proposal, if it gets to voters, 
while having emotional appeal,

The parent will rely on 
the child for emotional su pport 
and comfort, instead of the u su al 
relationship where the parent 
prov ides su pport for the child. 
Twins are high risks for 
abu se, as are adoptiv e and 
handicapped children. 
Shirley “Rip” Phillips, of the 
Div ison of Family Serv ices of 
Springfield, said child abu se is a 
sy mptom of other problems on

She said professionals dealing 
with the family of an abu sed 
child mu st gain the parent’s 
tru st.

whelmingly Monday to do away 
with the special women’s corps 
and to integrate fu lly women 
into the Army . 
The bill, which also elimi­ 
nates sex distinctions in the 
promotions of officers and oth­ 
er military policies, passed by 
a 343 to 4 v ote. It now goes to 
the Senate. 
“The Army has arriv ed,” 


said Air Force Lt. Col. Lu cille 
Dion, acting ex ecu tiv e secre­ 
tary of the Defense Adv isory 
Committee on Women in the 
Armed Serv ices, in reporting 
that the Pentagon backs the 
legislation. 
“This wou ld be another step 
forward for women in the 
armed serv ices,” Lt. Col. Dion 
said. “It’s a logical step.” 
Created by Congress in 1942 
as the Women’s Army Au x ­ 
iliary Corps, the small band of 
women had to wait u ntil later 
to be rid of the “au x iliary ” tag. 
In 19 72, there were only 13,-

hospital to identify a case of 
abuse or neglect. In addition to 
physical 
indicators, 
such 
as 
broken bones and burns, per­ 
sonnel look for social indicators, 
such 
as 
the 
parent-child 
relationship. The abusive parent 
is often more concerned with his 
own problems than with the 
condition of a sick child. 


Ms. C arter says the parent- 
child relationship in an abusive 
situation is often "all turned 
around." The parent will rely on 
the child for emotional support 
and comfort, instead of the usual 
relationship where the parent 
provides support for the child. 
Twins 
are 
high risks 
for 
abuse, as are adoptive and 
handicapped children 
Shirley “ Rip" Phillips, of the 
Divison of Fam ily Services of 
Springfield, said child abuse is a 
symptom of other problems on 
the partofthe abuser, and that 90 


percent 
of the abusive persons 
a re 
co n sid ered 
norm al 
psychologically. 


She said professionals dealing 
with the family of an abused 
child m ust gain the parent’s 
trust. Placing the child in a 
foster home is used only as a last 
resort m easure, because in most 
cases being removed from the 
home is harm ful to the child, 
and the parent cannot be shown 
the proper ways to care for the 
child if the child isn’t there 
The panelists urged the for­

Parents 
Anonymous, 
where 
abusive parents meet to discuss 
their problem s, in comm unities 
The 
g ro u p s 
o p erate along 
guidelines sim ilar to those used 
by Alcoholics Anonymous

Displaying mora than a half century of artist-sculptor 
Alsxandsr Gaidar's creations,New York City's Whitney 
Museum will present a new exhibit, "Calder's 
Universe," scheduled to open in October. Containing 
nearly 200 of the famed artist's works In almost every 
category of art, the exhibit will remain on display until 
February, 1977 before moving on to Atlanta, 
Minneapolis and Dallas. 
Cslder, who once summed up his artistic inspira* 
tion by simply stating, "I want to make things that are 
fun to look at," revolutionized many people's attitudes 
toward abstract art with his distinctive style and ap­ 
proach. Not content with the usual canvas or marble, 
Cakfer experimented with silk screen murals, window 
displays, water fountains and has even painted a Jet. 
One of his dioramas, "Circus Performance,” seen at 
right when Calder was creating it in 1929, will be in the 
show. He has worked with a variety of materials, in­ 
cluding wood, porcelain, cloth, bone and plexiglas. A 
necklace fashioned from leather in 1926, below, will 
also be Included at the Whitney.
